Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1952,  which  was  made  by  this 
Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as 
hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and 
Vilas  Pool. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets — Dec.  31,  1951-Dec.  31,  1952: 

(Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1951  and 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  changed  from  a 
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Net  Debt  of  $1,091.02  to  a  Surplus  of  $1,143.84  during  the 
year  1952. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:     (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were  as 
follows :

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures — 
Estimated  Actual  Revenues:     (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue 
surplus  of  $1,069.59,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$236.17,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $833.42. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:     (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1952,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  Dece,mber  31,  1952,  is 
indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.    Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
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were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Trust  Fund  Accounts: 

The  Trust  Fund  accounts  were  audited  for  the  period 
from  July  8th  to  December  31st,  1952.  A  previous  audit  of 
these  accounts  was  made  by  this  Division  in  July  1952,  cover- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1951,  and  the  period 
from  January  1st,  1952  to  July  7th,  1952.  The  report  of  this 
audit  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  Septepiber  29, 
1952. 

Cinclusion : 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  which  we 
examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting 
procedure  conformed  to  the  prescribed  methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of 
1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 
The  letter  of  transmittal  of  our  report  of  September  29,  1952, 
relative  to  the  Trust  P\md  accounts,  should  also  be  published. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Alstead  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 


This  past  year,  with  the  appropriation  asked  for  cut  by 
One  Thousand  Dollars,  it  was  impossible  to  get  all  the  things 
planned  for  done. 

However,  many  Culverts  were  repaired  or  replaced,  and 
much  brush  was  cut.  This  item,  next  to  gravel,  is  one  of  our 
biggest  problems.   Much  remains  to  be  done. 

Over  600  j^ards  of  gravel  was  shoveled  by  hand  to  maintain 
and  repair  our  worst  spots.  Several  hundred  more  yards  were 
loaded  by  power  shovel  when  it  was  nearby  and  available. 

You  will  notice  in  the  Town  Warrant  an  article  related  to 
the  purchase  of  a  bucket  loader.  I  feel  that  this  piece  of  ma- 
chinery will  be  a  benefit  to  the  roads  and  profitable  to  own. 
It  will  be  the  means  of  getting  much  more  gravel,  for  our 
dollar,  put  on  the  roads.  It  has  many  uses  other  than  handling 
gravel,  such  as  trimming  road  side,  ditching  and  snow  re- 
moval.  In  other  words  it  is  a  machine  usable  the  year  around. 

With  the  opening  of  a  mine  at  the  Stanley  Osborne  place 
we  are  in  a  position  where  we  must  spend  $600.00  to  $800.00  to 
make  that  road  passable. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  the  weather  this  fall  and  win- 
ter. Snow  has  not  been  the  problem  it  usually  is,  thus  saving 
some  expense.  With  any  great  amount  of  snow  we  would  have 
had  to  considerably  over  run  our  budget. 

Therefore,  please  bear  in  mind  that  with  a  normal  winter 
and  the  ordinary  maintenance,  plus  some  improvements,  the 
figure  asked  for  in  the  warrant  is  not  excessive  and  should  be 
voted  without  cut.  This  amount  estimated  represents  actual 
requirements  as  closely  as  I  can  determine  them. 

Our  equipment  is  in  good  condition  and,  at  the  present 
time,  I  know  of  no  major  repairs  necessary. 
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Again  may  I  say  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  and 
I  thank  you  for  your  co-operation.

Gentlemen : 

As  a  result  of  the  examination  and  audit  which  was  made 
by  this  Division  of  the  accounts  of  the  Alstead  School  District 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1952,  certain  irregularities 
in  the  School  District  Treasurer's  accounts  were  discovered. 
Inasmuch  as  these  irregularities  involved  transfers  of  funds 
between  the  School  District  and  Trust  Fund  accounts  it  became 
necessary  to  also  make  an  examination  and  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  as  the  Treasurer  of  the 
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School  district  also  served  in  the  capacity  of  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

As  a  result  of  our  audit  it  was  found  that  as  of  July  7, 
1952,  a  shortage  amounting;  to  $10,550.00  existed  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Poinds.  The 
principal  amount  of  the  shortage,  $10,550.00,  resulted  from 
transfers  of  trust  funds  to  school  district  funds  and  new  trust 
funds  received  but  not  deposited  in  the  bank  as  trust  fund 
accounts. 

The  transfers  of  trust  funds  to  school  district  funds, 
amounting  to  $10,000.00,  were  made  as  follows : 

Feb.  20,  1952— Check  issued  to  the  Alstead  School 
District  in  the  amount  of  $4,000.00,  drawn  against  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  account  in 
the  Keene  National  Bank.  This  reimbursed  the  School 
District  funds,  in  part,  for  a  previous  transfer  of 
school  district  funds  to  the  Consolidated  Cemetery 
Trust  Fund  account. 

July  7,  1952 — Withdrawal  from  Walpole  Savings 
Bank,  consolidated  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  account, 
the  amount  of  $6,000.00,  and  deposit  of  this  amount  to 
the  credit  of  the  Alstead  School  District  Treasurer's 
account  in  the  Bellows  Falls  Trust  Company.  This 
completed  the  reimbursement  to  the  School  District 
for  a  previous  transfer  of  school  district  funds  made 
to  the  Consolidated  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  accounts. 

The  new  trust  funds  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  but  not  deposited  in  the  bank,  amount- 
ing to  $550.00,  were  as  follows : 

Florence  Forrestall  Fund  — $250.00 

This  fund  was  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds  on  January  24,  1952.  It  was  never  deposited 
in  the  checking  account  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  in  the 
Keene  National  Bank,  but  on  March  26,   1952,  a  check  was 
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drawn  against  this  account  in  the  Keene  National  Bank  to 
establish  the  Florence  Forrestall  Ftind  of  $250.00  in  the  Wal- 
pole  Savings  Bank.  This  procedure,  however,  created  a  short- 
age of  $250.00  in  the  Treasurer's  account  in  the  Keene  National 
Bank,  as  no  funds  had  been  deposited  to  cover  the  issuance  of 
this  check. 

Harriet  Holden  Cemetery  Fund  —  $300.00 

This  fund  was  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds  on  May  6,  1952.  It  was  not  deposited  in  either 
the  checking  account  or  a  savings  bank  account. 

Subsequent  to  being  advised  of  this  shortage  in  his  ac- 
counts restitution  in  full  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
shortage,  plus  accrued  interest  thereon  of  $336.00,  was  made 
by  the  Treasurer  as  follows : 

Check  dated  July  22,  1952,  issued  by  H.  L.  Estabrook  to  the 
order  of  Walpole  Savings  Bank,  in  the  amount  of  $6,000.00. 
This  check  was  deposited  in  the  Walpole  Savings  Bank  to 
the  credit  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  Cemetery  Trust  Funds. 

Check  dated  July  22,  1952,  issued  by  H.  L.  Estabrook  to  the 
order  of  the  Keene  National  Bank,  in  the  amount  of 
$4,000.00  This  check  was  deposited  in  the  Keene  National 
Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  Trustees  of 
Trust  F^nds. 

Cheek  dated  July  25,  1952,  issued  by  H.  L.  Estabrook  to  the 
order  of  the  Keene  National  Bank,  in  the  amount  of 
$550.00.  This  check  was  deposited  in  the  Keene  National 
Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds. 

Check  dated  July  25,  1952,  issued  by  H.  L.  Estabrook  to  the 
order  of  the  Walpole  Savings  Bank,  in  the  amount  of 
$336.00.  This  check  was  deposited  in  the  Walpole  Savings 
Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Alstead  Town  Hall  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund. 

These  four  checks  were  drawn  against  the  personal  ac- 
count of  H.  L.  Estabrook  in  the  Bellows  Falls  Trust  Company. 
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Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  this 
report.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  of  the  town  of 
Alstead  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Vilas  School  Audi- 
torium, in  said  district  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1953,  at  2  :00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  j'ear. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officer  or  agent  in  the  distrrct. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or 
officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees,  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officers,  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund 
together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000  to  redecorate  the  Vilas  Audi- 
torium ;  replace  back  drops,  on  the  stage ;  and  clean,  reline, 
and  flameproof  the  stage  curtain. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $225.00  to  equip  the  exit  doors  at 
the  Village  and  East  Alstead  schools  with  panic-bars. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

For  the  Year  Ending,  June  30,  1952 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  superinten- 
dent of  schools. 

The  school  board  has  made  every  effort  to  keep  the  ex- 
penses of  operating  your  schools  at  the  lowest  possible  amount 
that  will  give  your  children  the  educational  opportunities  that 
they  are  sure  you  wish  them  to  have.  In  spite  of  their  efforts 
the  cost  continues  to  increase.  The  increase  reflects  rising 
costs  of  books,  supplies,  electricity,  fuel,  repairs,  salaries,  and 
increased  enrollment.  The  dollar  will  not  buy  as  much  as  it 
did  previously.  We  all  experience  this  situation  when  we  buy 
goods  or  services  for  our  use,  and  we  cannot  escape  this  trend 
in  education  if  we  are  to  provide  good  educational  opportuni- 
ties for  our  children. 

The  renovation  of  the  East  Alstead  School  is  not  complete 
in  some  details  that  are  requested  in  next  year's  budget.  How- 
ever, the  accomplishment  to  date  is  to  be  commended  as  an 
accomplishment  of  which  the  community  can  be  proud. 

Old  partitions  were  removed  in  the  center  of  the  building 
and  hallway,  three  toilets  were  installed,  a  sink,  water  drink- 
ing fountain  in  classroom,  and  the  old  sink  was  set  up  for  use 
in  the  kitchenette.  An  oil  heater  was  installed  and  is  operat- 
ing successfully.  The  interior  of  the  building,  except  for  the 
activity  room,  was  painted.  This  resulted  in  a  much  more  at- 
tractive and  effective  school  building. 

The  extreme  drought  this  year,  plus  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  water  used,  made  it  necessary  to  seek  an  additional 
supply  of  water.    Two  wells  were  dug,  lined  with  galvanized 
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casings,  and  the  drainage  area  filled  in  with  gravel.  As  a  re- 
sult, we  had  some  seven  hundred  gallons  of  water  available 
even  during  the  drought  this  year.  The  cost  of  providing  the 
water  supply  used  the  funds  available,  and  it  was  not  pos- 
sible to  install  a  hot  water  heater  as  had  been  planned. 

Another  addition  at  the  East  Alstead  School,  the  installa- 
tion of  the  gas  stove  formerly  used  at  the  Vilas  School  Cafe- 
teria, was  made  possible  by  money  contributed  by  the  Ladies 
Circle  of  the  East  Alstead  Church. 

The  condition  of  the  Village  School  is  such  that  con- 
siderable repair  is  going  to  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  if 
it  is  to  continue  in  use.  It  is  questionable  as  to  the  advisability 
of  investing  very  much  money  in  this  building.  Inspection  in- 
dicates that  it  would  be  costly  to  put  it  in  condition  that 
would  provide  four  classrooms. 

Four  classrooms  are  going  to  be  needed  in  the  future  if 
enrollment  continues  to  increase  as  indicated  by  the  school 
census.  Another  factor  that  points  to  the  necessity  of  consid- 
eration of  more  classroom  space  is  the  need  for  an  additional 
teacher  on  the  Vilas  School  staff.  Anothe**  teacher  would  make 
it  possible  to  offer  some  needed  subjects  and  lighten  the 
load  of  teachers  who  are  teaching  two-in-one  classes.  If  a 
teacher  is  added  for  the  upper  grades,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
use  the  room  now  occupied  by  grades  five  and  six. 

The  enrollment  of  thirty-four  in  the  present  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  taxes  the  capacity  of  the  room  that  now  serves 
them.  Next  year  the  enrollment  will  be  thirty-five  or  more. 
The  next  three  years  will  be  less  and  then  we  can  expect  en- 
rollments that  will  be  more  than  the  present  room  can  possibly 
accommodate,  and  more  than  one  teacher  can  successfully 
teach. 

There  has  been  a  change  this  year  in  the  teaching  of  hand- 
writing. The  former  plan  was  to  teach  manuscript  writing  in 
all  the  elementary  grades.  Manuscript  writing  is  now  taught 
in  grades  one,  two,  and  the  first  semester  of  grade  three.  The 
change  from  manuscrpt  to  cursive  writing  is  begun  in  the 
second  semester  of  grade  three  and  continues  in  the  succeeding 
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grades.    It  is  plainiod  to  retain  the  skill  of  using  manuscript 
writing  by  requiring  its  use  on  maps,  drawings,  etc. 

It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  funds  will  be  available  to  start 
a  testing  program  in  the  elementary  grades  this  year.  There 
is  a  definite  amount  in  next  year's  budget  for  a  testing  pro- 
gram in  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  The  teach- 
ers have  held  two  meetings  to  discuss  this  important  part  of 
the  educational  program.  Mr.  Mclntyre,  who  heads  the  test- 
ing department  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  dis- 
cussed a  proposed  testing  program  at  one  of  these  meetings, 
and  further  meetings  are  to  be  held  to  complete  the  plans. 

As  fast  as  improvements  are  accomplished,  other  educa- 
tional problems  will  be  studied  by  the  teachers  with  the  view 
to  keeping  abreast  of  the  current  practices  in  education.  Con- 
stant study  and  revision  is  a  requisite  in  order  that  we  may 
have  a  dynamic  educational  program. 

Good  teachers  are  the  basis  of  good  schools.  If  a  system 
is  to  progress  it  must  utilize  the  thinking  and  good  ideas  that 
result  from  the  teamwork  of  the  educational  staff.  To  retain 
a  good  staff,  a  community  should  pay  a  salary  that  is  in 
keeping  with  the  professional  status  that  a  teacher  must  have, 
by  reason  of  training  and  certain  innate  qualities  that  enable 
them  to  deal  successfully  with  children.  Only  two  changes  in 
the  teaching  staff  occurred  this  year.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Skinner 
replaced  Mrs.  Mildred  Moultrop  as  teacher  of  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades ;  and  Mr.  Roger  Weeks  replaced  Mrs.  Madeline 
Tole  as  teachef  of  music. 

The  school  board  is  including  in  the  budget  for  next  year 
only  those  items  of  repairs,  replacements  and  new  equipment 
that  they  consider  absolutely  necessary  for  the  effective  opera- 
tion and  minimum  maintenance  requirements.  There  are  sev- 
eral other  items  that  will  greatly  improve  the  schools  and  will 
eventually  be  needed.  These  items  are  being  placed  in  the 
district  warrant  for  your  consideration  as  to  the  advisability 
of  doing  them  this  year,  or  at  a  later  date.

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VILAS  HIGH  SCHOOL  1951-52 

It  will  be  interesting  to  some  to  know  about  the  last  four 
graduating  classes. 

Twenty-seven  students  graduated  in  the  class  of  1949 — 
nineteen  girls  and  eight  boys.  Three  girls  are  graduating  from 
college  this  year;  four  are  working;  eleven  are  married  and 
one  is  nursing.  Two  boys  are  in  the  Air  Force ;  three  in  the 
Navy;  two  in  the  Armj';  and  one  has  graduated  from  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  Applied  Farming  Course. 

Twenty-two  students  graduated  in  the  class  of  1950 — 
eleven  girls  and  eleven  boys.  Six  girls  are  married ;  five  are 
working ;  four  boys  are  in  the  Army ;  two  others  have  served 
their  period  of  time  and  are  discharged ;  three  boys  are  work- 
ing and  one  boy  has  graduated  from  college  and  one  is  still 
in  college. 

Twenty-four  graduated  in  the  class  of  1951.  Five  girls  are 
working;  three  are  married  and  three  are  in  college.  One  boy 
is  working;  three  are  in  the  Army,  four  in  the  Navy;  one  in 
the  Air  Force  and  four  in  college. 

Nineteen  graduated  in  the  class  of  1952.  One  girl  is  work- 
ing, three  are  studying  nursing ;  one,  hairdressing ;  and  six 
are  married.  Five  boys  are  working;  two  are  in  the  Navy  and 
one  is  in  the  Marines. 

Colleges  attended  have  been  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Keene  Teachers.  Plymouth  Teachers,  New  York  Univer- 
sity, Cornell,  Northampton  Business  College  and  Keene  Hos- 
pital. 

Lois  Grant,  Joan  Clough,  and  Geraldine  Dunn,  represented 
Vilas  at  Girl's  State  last  year.  Rena  Edson  won  the  Good 
Citizenship  aAvard  presented  by  the  Walpole  DAR  chapter. 

The  honor  students  for  1951-52  were :  Rena  Edson — Vale- 
dictorian, and  Mae  Clark  —  Salutatorian.  Frances  Molesky, 
third  honor,  and  Carlene  Clark,  fourth  honor. 

The  Dick  Bath  Memorial  Basketball  Trophy  was  won  by 
Harvey  Griffin. 
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The  Vilas  boys  participated  in  the  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege Little  basketball  tournament  and  emerged  second  to  Marl- 
boro High  School  which  took  top  honors. 

Eugene  Talbot  was  the  Legiijn  representative  to  Boys' 
State. 

William  Heywood  and  Harold  Ellis  represented  Vilas  at 
the  Y.M.C.A.  Conference  in  Claremont. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Asbell  for  their  gift 
of  the  tennis  rackets.  Three-quarters  of  our  student  body  par- 
ticipate in  this  activity. 

VOCATIONAL    AGRICULTURE 

Thirty  students  are  enrolled  in  Vocational  Agriculture 
this  year  with  a  much  larger  percentage  of  the  younger  boys 
being  from  farms.  This  seems  to  belie  the  opinion  of  some  peo- 
ple that  New  Hampshire  has  no  agricultural  future. 

The  annual  school  fair,  sponsored  by  the  Home  Economics 
girls  and  Agriculture  boys,  was  felt  to  be  a  very  successful 
occasion.  It  was  pleasing  to  see  our  cattle  tent  so  full  that 
many  animals  had  to  be  tied  outside.  Students  and  local  farm- 
ers brought  in  a  total  of  47  head  including  young  stock,  cows, 
beef  animals,  and  oxen.  There  were  15  horses  in  the  harse 
show,  one  of  the  outstanding  attractions  of  the  day.  There  were 
the  usual  fine  exhibits  of  home  and  agricultural  products,  a 
good  display  of  farm  machinery,  an  interesting  State  Forestry 
exhibit,  and  an  unusual  display  of  hatching  chicks.  The  latter 
was  made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Hubbard  Farms  of  Walpole. 

The  school  district  has  purchased  a  broiler  battery  for  the 
department  in  which  the  students  will  raise  broilers,  later  to 
be  dressed  and  sold. 

A  bus  load  of  students  attended  the  Eastern  States  Ex- 
position for  a  day  in  October.  Another  trip  of  interest  was 
made  to  Durham  where  15  boys  participated  in  the  inter- 
scholastic  judging  meet.  Here  they  won  three  third  prizes. 
These  winners  will  act  as  alternates  at  the  Eastern  States 
judging  meet  next  fall. 
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Our  calf  financing  program  has  started  off  well,  with 
three  students  being  advanced  a  total  of  $155.00  from  the 
F.F.A.  treasury.  This  program  enables  the  students  to  start 
their  farming  programs  much  sooner  than  they  ordinarily 
would  and  makes  it  certain  that  good  purebred  animals  will  be 
bought. 

Once  again  farmers  are  urged  to  bring  into  our  shop  any 
type  of  farm  machinery  for  servicing  by  students.  This  would 
prove  mutually  helpful  to  both  students  and  farmers. 

The  Vilas  Chapter  of  Future  Farmers  has  purchased  and 
assembled  a  16  ft.  by  25  ft.  greenhouse  on  the  school  grounds. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  people  of  Alstead,  Langdon, 
and  Acworth  who  have  loaned  money  to  the  organization  on 
promissory  notes.  The  object  of  this  house  is  to  give  the  boys 
a  sound  knowledge  of  plant  propagation  for  their  general  in- 
formation and  with  the  thought  in  mind  that  some  may  enter 
the  nursery  business  after  graduation.  The  house  is  to  be 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Future  Farmers  and  any  eventual 
income  will  be  theirs  to  use  as  they  see  fit  for  the  benefit  of 
their  organization. 

ENGLISH 

In  April  the  traditional  one  act  play  contest  of  Walpole, 
Charlestown,  and  Vilas  was  held  in  the  Vilas  auditorium.  The 
thespians  of  Walpole  presented  ' '  The  Valiant ' ' ;  Charlestown, 
"The  Monkey's  Paw";  and  Vilas,  the  winning  play  ''A  Wed- 
ding." 

Following  this  contest  the  Vilas  cast  staged  "A  Wedding" 
in  the  New  Hampshire  Drama  Festival  where  they  competed 
against  seven  other  high  schools  of  New  Hampshire  and 
achieved  third  place  with  their  production.  This  drama  Fes- 
tival was  a  new  adventure  for  the  Vilas  players  and  the  ex- 
perience was  both  educational  and  rewarding. 

The  Keene  High  School  drama  group  extended  to  the 
participants  of  the  competition  plays  a  cordial  invitation  to 
view  their  annual  three-act  play.  Our  group  attended  and 
witnessed  an  excellent  performance  of  a  drama. 
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The  eighteenth  graduating  class  presented  for  its  com- 
mencement exercises  "Beyond  the  Blue  Horizon."  The  speak- 
ers expressed  their  sentiments  of  the  days  that  lie  ahead  of 
them,  the  fields  that  are  open  to  them,  the  benefits  that  are 
derived  from  a  college  education,  and  the  requisites  that  in- 
sure happiness  and  success.  Music  was  furnished  by  the  Vilas 
chorus  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Tole. 

The  climax  of  the  Vilas  Fair  Day  was  the  presentation 
of  three  one-act  plays  in  the  evening.  Included  in  this  program 
were  "The  Books  Give  A  Party"  presented  by  grades  five  and 
six,  "The  Devil-Stone"  performed  by  the  junior  high,  and 
"Pa's  New  Housekeeper"  enacted  by  the  senior  high  students. 

GIRLS'  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 
At  its  first  meeting  of  the  1952-53  school  year,  the  girls' 
council  elected  the  following  slate  of  officers :

Girls  who  are  eligible  for  membership  on  the  A.A.  Coun- 
cil are  the  head  of  sports  and  the  varsity  cheerleaders,  all  of 
whom  are  selected  by  the  student  body. 

The  council  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  supervising 
the  intramural  sports  program  for  the  girls  of  the  junior  and 
senior  classes  of  high  school.  Provisions  are  made  for  the 
following  activities :  volleyball,  tennis,  basketball,  archery, 
Softball,  and  group  games. 

The  annual  A.A.  Dance  was  sponsored  by  the  girls'  coun- 
cil and  the  boys'  lettermen  on  November  9. 

The  interscholastic  schedule  for  the  girls  consists  of  bas- 
ketball games  during  the  winter  months  and  softball  and 
tennis  matches  in  the  spring. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 
Twelve  girls  in  home  economics  are  studying  phases  of 
home  planning  and   decoration,   which   will  prepare   them  to 
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build  homes  with  character  for  future  families  and  contribute 
to  their  individual  home  and  family  life  situations  now.  One 
of  the  big  projects  of  the  year  has  been  making  slip  covers.  In 
addition  to  studying  steps  in  construction  the  following  fat 
tors  were  studied :  color,  line,  design  and  durability  of  fabrics. 
In  the  final  evaluation  the  girls  stated  that  this  experience 
had  given  them  courage  and  skill  needed  to  start  a  project  of 
this  kind. 

A  combined  class  of  freshman  and  sophomore  girls  divided 
into  family  sized  groups,  has  worked  on  the  phases  of  man- 
agement and  planning  necessary  to  prepare  and  serve  attrac- 
tive meals  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  typical  family. 

After  plans  have  been  made,  they  are  carried  out  with  this 
aim  in  view :  That  the  meal  planning,  preparing  and  serving 
will  serve  as  a  standard  which  each  girl  can  fit  into  her  family 
pattern  through  home  project  work. 

The  junior  high  school  girls  study  basic  fundamentals  of 
meal  preparation,  clothing  construction,  care  of  clothing  and 
grooming.

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  as  there  is  a  small  freshman  class,  the  General 

Business  class  is  also  small.   Because  of  this  we  have  advanced 

further  in  our  work  than  the  class  last  year  was  at  this  time. 

With  a  smaller  group  we  can  cover  more  phases  of  the  business 
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field.  The  main  subjects  that  we  study  in  this  course  are 
grouped  under  the  headings  of  Finance,  Communication,  Trans- 
portation, and  Business  Organizations. 

The  bookkeeping  class  is  a  large  group  consisting  mostly 
of  sophomores.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years  we  have  a 
small  group  of  advanced  students  who  are  taking  the  second 
year  course  in  Accounting. 

There  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  typing,  and  be- 
sides the  two  regular  classes,  there  is  a  special  class  of  seniors 
who  are  taking  typing  at  odd  periods  during  the  week  in  prep- 
aration for  college  and  the  service.  This  increased  desire  for 
typing  has  put  quite  a  demand  on  the  nine  typewriters  that 
we  have  and  it  is  seldom  that  they  are  not  in  use.  The  faculty 
throughout  the  school  is  pleased  by  this  development  because 
it  means  that  papers  are  easier  to  read  and  correct. 

The  shorthand  class  is  the  largest  we  have  ever  had  and 
extra  books  had  to  be  ordered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
While  shorthand  is  a  very  difficult  subject  for  some,  most  of 
the  students  seem  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily.  We  are 
ahead  of  the  previous  class  schedule  and  expect  to  finish  the 
text  sometime  before  the  school  year  ends  so  that  we  may 
spend  the  remainder  of  the  year  on  the  advanced  book. 

In  the  Office  Practice  class  we  have  been  dividing  most 
of  our  time  between  shorthand  and  the  secretarial  practice 
text  which  contains  information  and  exercises  on  the  various 
duties  that  are  expected  in  a  business  office.  We  have  also 
gained  valuable  practice  by  publishing  a  newspaper  and  the 
annual  winter  issue  of  the  Vernacular.  During  the  second  half 
of  the  year  we  are  going  to  concentrate  on  the  machine  phase 
of  office  work.  We  will  use  the  machines  that  are  available 
here  at  school  and  also  plans  are  being  made  to  visit  various 
offices  so  that  we  may  see  the  types  of  machines  that  they 
use. 

Following  our  policy  of  visiting  commercial  colleges  in 
the  area,  this  year  we  are  planning  on  a  trip  to  Becker  Junior 
College  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 
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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
In  the  music  field  in  the  public  schools  of  Alstead  the 
e,mphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  basic  principles  that  un- 
derly  musical  miderstanding.  Too  often  it  has  been  the  case 
that  the  children,  while  they  leam  to  sing  adequately,  do  not 
know  the  basic  things  that  go  to  make  up  music.  The  pro- 
gram is  spread  throughout  the  first  eight  grades,  and  it  is  the 
hope  that  as  a  result,  the  students  that  go  on  into  high  school 
will  be  better  equipped  to  carry  on  choral  work  in  a  much 
easier  fashion. 

This  year  the  chorus  of  the  high  school  numbers  fifty- 
seven  voices,  and  though  the  girls  somewhat  out-number  the 
boys,  the  male  contingent  manage  to  make  themselves  heard. 
Since  the  beginning  of  school  the  chorus  has  made  one  public 
appearance,  that  being  the  Christmas  Candle-light  service  pre- 
sented the  Monday  before  Christmas.  A  Spring  Concert  is 
planned  and  in  addition  to  this,  the  chorus  will  join  with  five 
other  towns  in  the  surrounding  area  for  the  annual  South- 
western Music  Festival,  to  be  held  in  Keene,  on  May  9,  1953. 

The  band,  although  small,  is  growing  and  the  bulk  of  the 
members  are  in  either  Junior  High  or  the  first  or  second  year 
of  High  School,  so  they  will  grow  in  musical  ability  and  tech- 
nique. There  is  a  beginners  group  that  will  be  able  to  join 
the  band  possibly  by  the  beginning  of  next  year. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 
The  Mathematics  Department  is  working  under  a  duel 
responsibility;  first  to  prepare  the  student  as  a  well  rounded 
citizen  able  to  carrj^  on  his  everyday  needs  in  this  truly  mathe- 
matical world,  and  secondly,  to  provide  sound  mathematical 
training  for  our  future  leaders  of  science,  mathematics,  and 
other  learned  fields. 

To  better  live  up  to  these  responsibilities,  the  department 
has  endeavored  to  integrate  the  basic  concepts  of  the  various 
fields  of  mathematics  with  life  situations.  The  use  of  mathe- 
matical calculating  instruments  such  as  the  compass,  protrac- 
tor, scales,  slide  rule,  and  tables  of  various  types  help  the  stu-

It  is  now  possible  for  the  student  in  grades  nine  through 
twelve  inclusive,  to  choose  among  five  courses,  namely :  Gen- 
eral Mathematics,  Elementary  Algebra,  Advanced  Algebra, 
Plane  Geometry,  and  Advanced  Mathematics  (Solid  Geometry 
and  Trigonometry)  to  better  prepare  him  for  whatever  field 
of  endeavor  he  wishes  to  choose. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH 
We  are  serving  type  A  lunches  at  Vilas  which  consist  of 
Yl  pint  of  milk,  1  or  more  slices  of  bread,  2  tsp.  Oleo,  %  cup  of 
fruit,  %  cup  of  vegetable,  and  2  oz.  protein.  From  November 
third  through  December  1952  there  were  4,288  lunches  served 
to  students  and  220  teachers  and  visitors.  The  reimbursement 
this  year  is  only  six  cents  per  student  meal  which  does  not 
cover  the  cost  of  the  milk.  We  have  received  home  USDA  sur- 
plus commodities.  We  are  grateful  to  those  who  have  con- 
tributed fresh  vegetables  to  the  lunch  program  because  it  helps 
us    to  try  to  keep  within  our  budget.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets :  June  30,  1951 — June  30,  1952 : 

(Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1951,  and  June 
30,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the 
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Surplus  decreased   by  $726.59   during   the   fiscal   year   ended 
June  30,  1952. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:    (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
School  District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with 
the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures — 
Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:     (Exhibits  C  and  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  in- 
dicated by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue 
surplus  of  $5,120.25,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$1,692.14,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,428.11. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:     (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1952,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Transfers  of  Funds  by  Treasurer: 

Certain  irregularities  involving  transfers  of  funds  were 
noted  in  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  District. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1952,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  School  District,  who  also  served  in  the  capacity  of  Treas- 
urer of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  transferred  School  Dis- 
trict funds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  to  the  Trust  Fund  ac- 
counts. A  like  amount  was  also  transferred  from  the  Trust 
Funds  back  to  the  School  District  funds.  These  transfers  were 
as  follows :

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In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  transfers,  a  check  was 
drawn  against  the  Trust  Fund  account  in  the  Keene  National 
Bank  to  the  order  of  the  Alstead  School  District  in  the 
amount  of  $3,546.04,  on  September  27th,  1951,  and  deposited 
in  the  School  District  account  on  September  28th,  1952.  It  is 
evident  that  this  particular  transfer  of  Trust  Funds  to  School 
District  funds  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  an  ap- 
parent shortage  in  the  School  District  funds  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  fiscal  year — June  30,  1951. 

As  indicated  by  Exhibit  F,  complete  restoration  of  School 
District  funds  had  been  made  as  of  eluly  7,  1952,  and  the  bank 
balance  was  in  reconcilement  with  the  School  District  Treas- 
urer's cash  book  balance  on  that  date. 

Period-^uly  1st  to  July  29th,  1952:     (Exhibit  G) 

The  School  District  Treasurer's  accounts  for  the  period 
from  July  1st  to  July  29th,  1952,  were  also  audited.  The  sum- 
mary of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  this  period  and  proof  of 
the  Treasurer's  balance  on  July  29th,  1952,  are  included  in 
Exhibit  G.
